2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The present invention discloses a railway monitoring system* including optical fiber, optical 
signal emitter and optical signal analyzer. Documents Dl and D2 have been cited. 
Dl: IP2003 139508 A 
D2;JP11059418A 



Dl discloses a track deviation measurement system used in railways. D2 discloses a train 
derailment condition detection device. But Dl and D2 do not disclose or suggest the matter of 
ascertaining the variance of characteristic of one track based upon the infonnation contained in the 
altered optical signal generated by the fiber as mentioned in claim I and claim 16. Further claim 1 
and claim 16 are not obvious to a person skilled on the basis of Dl, D2 or their combination. Claim 
1 and claiin 16, therefore, have novelty under PCT Article 33(2) and have inventive step under PCT 
Article 33(3). 



Claims 2 to 15, which are dependent claims of claim 1, and claim 17, which is dependent claim 
of claim 16, also have novelty under PCT Article 33(2) and have inventive step under PCT Article 
33(3). 



Claims 1 to 17 have industrial applicability under PCT Article 33(4), because the device and 
method claimed can be implemented or used in industry. 
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
